ih years since the war had 
been -full of political’ ups and 
downs and personal joy and 
grief. During them, Marigold, 
his three-year-old daughter, 
died, and Mary. who was to 
bring him much ‘happy com- 
panionship,.was born. ear 
For two of them, as Minis- 
ter for War and for Air, he 
supervised the demobilisation of 
armies and.° prosecuted the 
‘struggle against the Bolshevist 
Revolution. . 


Colonial Secretary 
E, did not escape criticism
